To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the 
year  1965* 


The  health  generally  throughout  the  district 
has  been  good,  with  little  notification  of  infectious 
disease  apart  from  Measles,  which  was  mild  and  without 
complications. 

The  area  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with 
holiday-makers  and  this  creates  its  problems,  but 
fortunately  there  is  little  overcrowding. 

Housing;  The  Council  has  now  quite  rightly  decided  to 
build  further  council  houses  and  bungalows  in  the 
district.  Central  heating  is  desirable,  but  which 
is  the  best  type  of  heating  is  still  a difficult 
decision,  particularly  in  a rural  area. 

Sanitation:  With  the  advent  of  a main  water  supply 
and  with  the  present  and  future  modernisation  of  the 
sanitary  facilities  in  many  of  the  older  houses  in  the 
district,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  review  the 
drainage  arrangements  in  the  villages.  Some  of  these 
villages  are  now  in  urgent  need  of  a main  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  scheme  and  plans  are  being  made  to 
carry  this  work  out  as  soon  as  this  is  possible. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to 
include  in  this  my  thanks  to  my  clerk,  Mrs.  Joan  Short, 
for  all  her  help.

INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  was  only  one  death  of  an  infant  under 
1 year  and  this  was  a premature  baby,  aged  2 days, 
whose  birth  weight  was  31bs.li-i.ozs, 

DEATHS  (General) 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a decrease 
again  this  year,  although  it  remains  higher  than  the 
rates  for  both  the  county  and  the  country  as  a whole. 

Of  the  17  deaths  from  malignant  disease,  2 were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung.  Heart  disease  accounted  for  49 
of  the  total  127  deaths. 

Approximately  22.8$  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years 
and  31.5$  in  persons  aged  80  years  and  over.

B.C Vaccination:  B,C ,G. vaccination  of  contacts  and 

school  leavers  (i.e, pupils  aged  13  years  and  over) 
continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the  district.  During 
1965 f 3 contacts  vjere  skin  tested  and  va.ccinated  ani 
71  school  leavers  were  skin  tested;  all  of  these 
required  vaccination.  The  response  to  B.C.G-. 
vaccination  in  this  area  is  improving,  Dr,L.  Davies,
